Time and date set for 
Grady-Chiles debates 


One of the great concerns by everyone involved with the 
upcoming debates between U. S. Senatorial candidates John 
Grady and Lawton Chiles is that they shouldn't become as 
structured and boring as the first Presidential Debate. 

Representatives of Belle Glade physician Grady and incumbent 
Chiles met Saturday with spokesmen for the Florida Jaycees and 
the League of Women Voters to hammer out a format, time and 


dates for the debates. 


The sites where the debates will originate aren't certain yet, 
although they may be set sometime today or Friday, but 
television viewers and radio audiences across the state are 
expected to tune in to the senatorial candidates from 7 to 8 p.m. 


Oct. 19 and 25. 


All four of the representatives involved expressed concern that 
the debates should be formally structured but not to the extent of 
the first debate between President Ford and Jimmy Carter. 

Dave Smith, state campaign director for Grady, said the format 
will be similar to, but not a copy of, the presidential debates, 

He said the moderator and four panelists for each debate will be 
chosen by the Jaycees and the League. The panelists will consist 
of representatives of the working news media, electronic and print. 

Questions will be asked of each candidate and Smith said the 


candidates will alternate in answering first. 


An example would be that the question would be directed first 
toward Grady. He would have two minutes to give his answer. 
Then Chiles would have one minute for rebuttal, followed by two 
minutes for his own answer, after which Grady would have one 


minute for rebuttal of Chiles’ answer. 


A major variation on the presidential debates will take place in 
the last ten minutes when each candidate will be able to direct 
several questions to his opponent, with the opponent first 
answering the questions, then directing his own questions to the 


first candidate. 


“There will be no opening statements by the candidates,” Smith 
said, “but there will be a one-minute introduction of each 
candidate, written by the candidate and read by the moderator. 

“I would hope the two debates are more lively than the ones 
Smith said.

“But let me tell you about 
the- bankers, the plumbers 
and the teachers who come 
into my office and sit down 
to talk about martial 
problems,” he said, “and

It was good to see a couple of the former 
candidates for the District Five County Commission 
seat, along with a number of other Democrats, corss 
party lines in what could be one of the most 
important races in a long time. 

hen Oscar Shackelford and Florence Keene 
stood up to openly support Bill Bailey, it was more 
than an expression of personal preference of one 
candidate over another...and it was certainly more 
than sour grapes. 

And when other Democrats, some of them active 
on the county level in the activities of their party, 
showed up to throw their support behind Bailey, 
they were also putting their priorities in 
perspective, 

As a matter of fact, there are a large number of 
Democrats in the Glades who are putting their 
priorities in order for the coming general election by 
voting for Republican Bill Bailey instead of the 
Century Village candidate.

But those 2.000 voters didn’t get to the polls, 
referring to leave the issue to be decided in tavor of 
rs. Jordan by a large turnout in the eastern part 
ol the county. 
Mrs, Jordan pulled 2,000 more votes than 
‘Shackelford in the runoff last week, even though she 
‘won only 17 per cent of the votes cast by the people 
she will represent if shé is elected in November. 

Granted, it isn't right that Mrs. Jordan and other 

carpetbaggers should be able to get their names on 
the ballot in the first place by moving to the Glades 
with the sole intention of trying to win a county 
commission seat. 
It isn't right, but under the law as it is now 
written and interpreted, it’s the real world..and it's 
happened before. it happened two years ago when a 
man moved from one part of Palm Beach County to 
another just to run for office.

About nine times out of ten, promotional weeks, 
those weeks used to generate propaganda about 
Causes (notice the capital C, industries and what 
have you leave us chilly if not downright cold. and 
that includes National Newspaper Week. 
But the 1976 version of the week, which begins 
Sunday, means a bit more to journalists around the 
country chan have past versions.

That reason is personified in Don Bolles, а man 
who's managed to generate more than a little 
respect among his fellow newsmen. 
Don Bolles, to refresh the memory of those who 
don’t recall him, is the reporter who was murdered 
in Phoenix a few weeks ago because he was getting 
tao close to the answers, in land a fraud ring 
working out of the Arizona capital city. 
It wasn’t just that Bolles was killed. A lot of 
newspapermen have been murdered in the past 200 
years of American history, What makes the Bolles 
case different is that his murder was obviously 
meant to serve as a warning to other journalists 
that he was trespassing on forbidden territory. 
If those other journalists know what's good for 
them, the warning goes, they'll stay away 
“Investigative reporters aren't welcome. They 
won't be prosecuted, they'll be killed.“ 
~. What those person or persons unknown", as 
the police like to refer to them managed to do was 
to stir up a hornets’ nest that could be fatal. 
That's the second part of the reason this ЇЗ more 
-than your normal, garden variety National 
Newspaper Week. We haven't heard who's picking 
up the tab but a team of 18 top notch investigative 
reporters, assisted by several hundred student 
assistants, were supposed to have flown into 
Phoenix Monday. 
Those investigators are in Arizona for the sole 
reason of tracking down whoever is heading up the 
fraud ring, and who incidentally ordered the murder 
of Bolles, and blow the whole thing wide open. 
We've never heard of this type of a reaction to a 
newsman's murder and the only involvement we can 
share is as part of a cheering section. 
We think we can really feel now what a police 
officer feels when he reads or hears about a cop 
killer. It may be a selfish thing but this is one time 
we truly hope the investigators do their job and the 
death penalty is saddled on everyone. involved. 
That's one execution, or series of executions, we 
wouldn't even mind attending. 
Now every newsman is a Don Bolles, of course, 
just as every soldier isn’t an Audie Murphy. We 
can’t all be the best and none of us, Bolles included, 
has any desire to become a. martyr. 
But if Bolles isn’t awarded some kind of 
journalistic award, and a major one at that, 
something is wrong. The point is that no one would 
have wanted to murder Bolles in the first place if he 
* weren't good at wifat he was doing. 
` And that’s. why National Newspaper Week 
i a bit more to us this year than it normally.
